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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: It is respectfully pointed out that status is after final 
and prosecution is closed. Applicant argues rejections are improper. Examiner has considered all of Applicant's remarks and finds them 
conclusory in nature. As to objection to claim 34, the drain electrode refers to the drain electrode exclusively; words mean what they say. 
As to claim 1 , Song teaches motivation to minimally add light blocking only as needed to prevent light leakage while maximizing aperture; 
applying this teaching to APA will result in the claimed light blocking layer widths without undue experimentation and with high probability of 
success; this renders the claim limitations obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art given APA in view of Song. Applicant argues 34 is 
drawn to embodiment 2; embodiment 2 is withdrawn from consideration. Applicant misquotes claim 35; please reference Okada. 
Watanabe is considered robust to teach any of numerous repair line configurations including those claimed. Examiner has considered all of 
Applicant's arguments and maintains the final rejection Is proper. The status of the claims remains unchanged. 
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
